The  Preliminary  Hearing,  or  First  Examination  : — Within  90  days 
after  filing  his  petition,  he  and  his  two  witnesses  will  be  notified  to  appear 
before  the  United  States  Examiner,  at  Room  No.  41-1:  Post  OiBce  Building, 
He  must  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Examiner  that  he  can  read. 
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WRITE,  AND  UNDERSTAND  THE  uvNGUAGE  OF  AMERICA,  and  that  he  is  acquaint- 
ed with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  customs  of  the  country, 
and  the  duties  of  American  Citizenship. 

If  the  original  witnesses  cannot  appear  at  the  examination  on  account 
of  death,  sickness,  or  absence  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  he  may- 
get  new  witnesses;  but  substitute  witnesses  cannot  be  used  if  tbe  original 
witnesses  are  only  temporarily  absent 

Pinal  Hearing,  or  Examination  in  Court: — The  United  States  Ex- 
aminer will  tell  the  applicant  at  the  preliminary  hearing  the  day  when  he 
must  appear  in  open  Court  with  his  two  witnesses  to  be  examined  by  the 
Jud2:e,  as  to  his  fitness  for  citizenship.  If  he  is  accepted  as  a  citizen  he  will 
then  take  the  solemn  Oath  of  Allegiance,  which  is  as  follows:  "I  hereby 
declare  on  oath,  that  I  absolutely  and  entirely  renounce  and  adjure  all 
alleiriance  and  fidelity  to  any  foreign  prince,' potentate,  state,  or  sovereignty, 
and  particularly  to  (name  of  sovereign  of  'country)  of  whom  I  have  here- 
tofore been  a  subject;  that  I  will  support  and  defend  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States  of  America,  against  all  enemies,  fore^^  and 
domestic,  and  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  same.'* 

The  final  paper  or  Certificate  of  Naturalization  will  be  given  him  after 
his  examination  in  the  Court  showing  that,  he,  his  wife,  and  his  children 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age.  are  citizens  of  the  United  States.  If  he 
loses  his  first  paper,  or  final  citizenship  paper,  he  may  get  another  by  mak- 
ing application  for  the  same  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  which  issued  the  lost 
paper. 

Notes  :  No  person  can  be  naturalized,  nor  may  a  Certificate  of  Natural- 
ization be  issued,  within  30  days  preceding  a  general  election. 

Any  person  who  knowingly  procures  naturalization  in  violation  of  the 
law,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000,  and  imprisoned  not  more  than 
five  years,  or  both. 

Any  person  who  knowingly  aids,  advises,  or  encourages  another  not 
entitled  thereto,  to  apply  for,  or  to  secure  Naturalization,  or  to  file  pre- 
liminary papers,  or  who  knowingly  procures,  or  gives  false  testimony  as  to 
any  material  fact,  or  who  knowingly  makes  an  affidavit  false  as  to  any 
material  fact  to  be  proved  in  sueh  proceedings,  shall  be  punished  as  above 
stated. 

Where  any  person  has  made  a  Declaration  of  Intention  to  become  suck 
a  citizen  as  provided  by  law  and  has  resided  in  the  United  States  for  three 
years  a  passport  may  be  issued  to  him  entitling  him  to  the  protection  of 
the  Government  in  any  foreign  country:  Provided,  That  such  passport 
shall  not  be  valid  for  more  than  dx  months  and  shall  not  be  renewed,  and 
that  such  passport  shall  not  entitle  the  holder  to  the  protection  of  this 
Government  in  the  country  of  which  he  was  a  citizen  prior  to  making  sucfc 
Declaration  of  Intention. 

Any  American  citizen  shall  be  deemed  to  have  expatriated  hims^: 
when  he  has  been  naturalized  in  any  foreign  state  in  conformity  with  its 
laws,  or  when  he  has  taken  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  any  foreign  state. 

When  any  naturalized  citizen  shall  have  resided  for  two  years  in  the 
foreign  state  from  which  he  came,  or  for  five  years  in  any  other  foreign 
state,  it  shall  be  presumed  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  an  American  citizen, 
and  the  place  of  his  general  abode  shall  be  deemed  his  place  of  residence 


during  said  years ;  provided,  however,  that  such  presumption  may  be  over- 
come on  the  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence  to  a  diplomatic  or  con- 
sular officer  of  the  United  States,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the 
Department  of  State  may  prescribe;  and  provided  also,  that  no  American 
citizen  shall  be  allowed  to  expatriate  himself  when  this  country  is  at  war. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  stating  the  rule  that  the 
matter  of  acquiring  citizenship  by  an  alien  is  merely  a  priAolege,  not  a 
right,  said: 

*'An  alien  friend  is  offered,  under  certain  conditions,  the  privilege 
of  citizenship.  He  may  accept  the  offer  and  become  a  citizen  upon 
compliance  with  the  prescribed  conditions,  but  not  otherwise.  His 
claim  is  of  favor,  not  of  right.  He  can  only  become  a  citizen  upon  and 
after  strict  compliance  with  the  acts  of  Congress.  An  applicant  for 
this  high  privilege  is  bound,  therefore,  to  conform  to  the  terms  upon 
which  alone  the  right  he  seeks  can  1)e  conferred.  It  is  his  province, 
and  he  is  bound  to  see  that  the  jurisdictional  facts  upon  wliieli  the 
grant  is  predicated  actually  exist,  and- if  they  do  not,  he  takes  nothing 
by  his  paper  grant. ' ' 

Courts  may  cancel  certificates  of  naturalization  because  procured  not 
only  through  fraud  but  under  a  misapplication  or  misinterpretation  of  the 
law  of  the  court  admitting  to  citizenship,  the  courts  in  many  such  cases 
having  given  liberal  interpretation  and  effect  to  the  law  in  an  endeavor  to 
be  lenient  because  of  supposed  exceptional  circumstances. 

While  all  applicants  should  view  Naturalization  as  a  serious  and  im- 
portant ceremony,  no  alien  should  allow  exaggerated  notions  of  an  exam- 
ination or  hearing  before  a  Judge  to  deter  him  or  frighten  him  from  such 
a  desirable  and  honorable  change  in  his  citizenship.  Most  court  hearintrs 
are  simple  as  well  as  dignified  and  each  applicant  who  has  taken  the  trouble 
to  prepare  himself  by  learning  the  language  and  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  United  States  manner  of  city,  state  and  federal  government,  will 
find  the  judge  and  court  officials  glad  to  welcome  him.  There  is  nothing 
to  fear.

Information  Which  it  is  Needful  to  Know  in  Older  to 

Answer  Successfully  the  Questions  of  the  Feder- 
al Examiner  and  the  Judse  of  the  Naturalization 
Court. 

Note  : — The  United  States  Bureau  of  Naturalization  does  not  advocate 
the  purchase  of  any  small  pamphlets  containing  questions  and  answers 
upon  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Citizenship  learned  by  rote  is 
not  civic  education.  The  Bureau  urges  every  new  American  to  attrad 
classes  in  civics  at  the  public  n^ht  schools  in  order  to  receive  necessary 
instruction  for  citizenship. 

The  following  paragraphs  supply  material  for  the  answer  of  most  of 
the  questions  asked  in  court  of  applicants  for  citizenship.  This  information 
should  be  studied  more  than  memorized. 

The  Constitution: — The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  a  written 
document  that  determines  how  the  government  shall  be  organized,  defines 
the  authority  and  duties  of  each  department  and  officer  of  the  government, 
and  guarantees  to  each  citizen  protection  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  r^hts. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  drawn  up  by  representatives 
of  the  Original  Thirteen  States,  assembled  in  a  Constitutional  Convention 
in  Philadelphia,  in  1787.  It  was  then  submitted  to  the  people  of  those 
Thirteen  States  for  adoption,  and  most  of  these  having  formally  adopted 
it  by  March  4,  1789,  the  government  was  then  organized  under  it,  with 
Geoi^e  Washington  as  the  first  presidmt  He  held  the  presidency  till 
1797,  and  died  in  1799. 

TnmTEEN  Originat.  States: — The  Thirteen  Oritrinal  States  were:  Del- 
aware. Pennsylvania,  Kew  Jersey,  Georgia,  Connecticut.  ^Massachusetts, 
Maryland,  South  Carolina,  New  Hampshire.  Viroinia,  New  York.  North 
Carolina  and  Rhode  Island.  These  Thirteen  States  were  independent  and 
organized  under  a  vein-  loose  system  of  aovemment.  The  Constitution 
eompelled  them  to  .trive  up  many  of  the  powers  that  they  were  then  exer- 
cising, but  it  permitted  them  to  retain  some.  As  new  states  have  been 
admitted  to  the  T^nion  they  have  had  the  same  powers  that  the  Oridnal 
Thirteen  States  retnined.  Four  powers  that  a  state  can  never  exercise 
are:  (1)  ^Take  treaties:  (2)  Coin  money:  (3)  Levy  duties  on  imports  and 
exports  without  the  consent  of  Cono:ress:  (4^  Pass  any  law  inipairinq^  the 
obligrations  of  contracts.  New  states  are  admitted  to  the  Union  by  act  of 
Congress,  There  are  now  forty-eight  states. 

Branches  op  the  (Government  : — The  form  of  govemm^ttt  in  this  conn- 
trj^  is  the  republican  form  of  government.  A  republic  is  a  country  roled 
by  the  people.  The  government  is  divided  into  three  departments;  the 
Legislative,  the  Executive,  and  the  Judicial,  each  department  having 
supreme  power  over  all  matters  that  come  before  it,  except  that  there  are 
certain  checks  against  the  arbitrary  and  illegal  use  of  those  powers.  For 
example :— The  Legislative  department,  which  is  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  at  "Washington,  is  separated  into  two  Houses  with  the 
object  of  destroying  the  evil  effects  of  sudden  and  strong  excitement,  and 
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of  precipitate  measures,  sprin^g  from  passion,  capriee,  prejudice,  personal 
influence  and  party  intrigue — ^things  which  would  have  dangerous  sway  in 
single  assemblies. 

If  either  the  Executive  or  Judicial  departments  arbitrarily  or  ille:j:ally 
uses  its  power,  the  officers  of  that  department  luay  be  impeached  and  re- 
moved by  the  J  icgislative  power.  If  lie  Legidative  power  passes  arbitraiy 
or  non-constitutional  laws,  those  laws  may  be  vetoed  by  the  President,  or 
annulled  by  the  Judicial  Department. 

Impeachment: — Impeachment  is  to  formally  charge  the  Presitleut  or  a 
judge  of  one  of  the  federal  courts  with  unfitness  for  office.  This  is  done 
by  the  House  of  Representatives  only.  The  person  impeached  is  then  tried 
before  the  Senate.,  and  by  it  is  either  acquitted  or  convicted. 

Passing  A  Bnib:— When  a  bill  is  passed  by  Congress,  it  is  presented 
to  the  President  for  signature  before  it  becomes  a  law.  If  he  does  not 
favor  it  he  vetoes  (rejects)  it  The  bill  is  then  returned  to  Congress  with 
his  objections.  Then  if  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  each  House  favor 
the  bill  by  their  votes,  it  becomes  a  law  in  spite  of  the  veto  of  the  President 
If  the  President  does  not  return  any  law  presented  to  him,  it  becomes  a 
law  arbitrarily  within  ten  days,  Sundays  excepted. 

Represkxtatiox  : — The  people  of  each  state  elect  members  to  tlio  House 
of  Representatives,  the  number  bein^'  determined  by  the  population  of 
the  State.  Representatives  are  newly  apportioned  under  a  new  ratio  every 
ten  years  on  taking-  the  eensus  of  the  Nation.  And  the  number  is  obtained 
bv  addin^^  the  whole  number  of  enfranehised  persons  (Indians  not  tixed 
excluded),  and  three-fifths  of  all  other  persons.  These  Representatives  are 
ealled  Con:iressmen.  and  they  hold  ofifiee  for  two  yeai's.  The  Conirressional 
districts  in  ButTalo  are  known  as  the  40th.  -list  and  i2d.  Any  person  who 
is  twenty-five  years  of  aue,  who  has  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
for  seven  years,  and  who  lives  in  the  state  for  wdiieh  he  is  chosen,  may  be 
elected  a  Congressman. 

The  UNrra>  States  Senate: — The  members  of  the  United  States  Senate 
are  elected  by  the  people  of  each  state,  two  for  each  state.  They  liold 
office  for  six  years  each,  but  their  terms  are  so  arranged  that  only  one 
of  them  is  elected  at  one  time.  Any  person  who  is  thirty  years  of  age, 
who  has  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  for  nine  years  and  who  lives 
in  the  state  from  which  he  is  chosen,  may  be  elected  a  Senator. 

Congress: — C(ni^ress  meets  on  the  first  ^Monday  of  December  of  each 
year  at  the  Capitol  in  the  City  of  Washington.  It  remains  in  session 
until  it  has  transacted  all  thc/business  before  it,  except  that  it  must  adjourn 
every  other  year  not  later  than  ]\Iarch  4th. 

Each  House  determines  for  itself  how  it  shall  transact  its  business, 
except  that  each  bill  must  be  read  three  times  publicly  in  each  ITonse, 
before  being  voted  upon,  and  each  bill  before  being  submitted  to  the  Presi- 
dent for  his  sio^iature  or  veto,  must  be  passed  by  each  of  the  Houses  sep- 
arately. A  record  of  the  proceedings  of  Congress  is  printed  in  a  Journal 
called^  Xhe  Congressioml  Record,  and  distributed. 

The  Powers  of  Congress  :— The  powers  of  Congress  are  as  follows 
(1)  to  levy  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pay  the^debts 
and  provide  for  the  common  defense  and  general  welfare  of  the  United 


States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout 
the  United  States;  (2)  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United 
States;  (3)  to  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the 
several  states,  and  with  Indian  tribes;  (4)  to  establish  a  uniform  Rule  of 
Naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcies,  through- 
out the  United  States;  (5)  to  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and 
of  foreign  coin,  and  fix  the  standard  A\^eights  and  Measures;  (6)  to  pro- 
vide for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current  coin 
of  the  United  States:  (7)  to  establish  Post  OiRces  and  Post  Roads;  (8) 
to  promote  the  progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts  by  securing  for  limited 
times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their  writings  and 
discoveries;  (9)  to  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court; 
(10)  to  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the  high 
seas,  and  offences  against  the  laws  of  nations;  (11)  to  declare  war,  grant 
letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  captures  on 
land  and  water;  (12)  to  raise  and  support  armies,  hut  no  appropriations 
of  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years;  (13)  to 
provide  and  maintain  a  navy;  (14)  to  makes  rules  for  the  government  and 
regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces;  (15)  to  provide  for  calling  forfli 
the  jMilitia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections^  and 
repel  invasions;  (16)  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining 
the  Militia  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  m 
the  service  of  the  United  States;  reserving  to  the  states  respectively,  the 
appointment  of  the  officers  and  the  authority  of  training  ttic  Militia  ac- 
cording to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress;  (17)  to  exercise  exclusive 
legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten 
miles  square)  as  may  by  cession  of  particular  states  and  the  acceptance 
of  Coi^ress,  become  the  Seat  of  Government  of  the  United  Stntes,  and  to 
exercise  like  authority  over  all  places  purchased  by  the  consent  of  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  in  which  same  shaU  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts, 
magazines,  arsenals,  dockyards  and  other  useful  buildings;  and  (18)  to 
make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carryin^r  into  execu- 
tion the  foresoing  powers;  and  all  other  powers  vested  by  the  Constitu- 
tion in  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or 
officer  titereof . 

The  Constitution  can  be  changed  by  a  vote  of  the  Legislatures  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  States,  provided  the  amendment  has  been  submitted  to  them 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Houses  of  Congress,  or  by  a  Constitutional  Con- 
vention called  by  the  Le^latures  of  two-thirds  of  the  states. 

Congress  may  not  pass  any  law  making  any  church  a  State  Church, 
neither  can  it  prohibit  free  worship.  It  may  not  pass  any  law  abridging 
freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press,  or  of  the  right  Qt  the  people  praceaUy 
to  assemble  and  address  the  government  for  redress  of  grievances.  No 
citizen  can  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of 
law. 

Foreign  Titles  and  Emoluments: — No  title  of  nobility  ean  be  ^rraiited 
by  the  United  States,  and  no  person  holding  any  offiee  of  profit  or  trust 
under  them  shall  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  aeeept  of  any  emolument, 
office  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever  from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign  state. 

The  Exect'tive  Department  : — The  Executive  Department  of  the 
Federal  Government  consists  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 


of  a  Vice-President  who  is  to  perforin  his  duties  in  case  of  his  death  or 
inability  to  do  so.  The  President  is  eh-eted  for  a  term  of  four  years  by  an 
Electoral  College.  The  Electoral  Colleae  is  composed  of  persons  who  are 
elected  by  the  people  of  the  several  states,  each  state  electing  as  many 
electors  as  it  has  Senators  and  Congressmen  together. 

Any  person  born  in  the  T^nited  States,  wdio  is  thirty-five  years  of  age, 
and  who  has  been  a  resident  of  the  United  States  for  fourteen  years  may  be 
elected  President.  If  a  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  completing 
the  term  of  a  President,  should  also  die.  he  is  succeeded  in  office  by  the 
various  members  of  the  cabinet  in  the  order  in  wiiich  their  offices  were 
created.  The  cabinet  consists  of  the  advisers  and  assistants  of  the  Presi- 
dent. They  are  usually  called  Secretaries,  and  each  Secretaryship  is 
created  by  an  act  of  Congress. 

Upon  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  President  takes  the  follow- 
ing oath:  ''I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute 
the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States  and  will  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States."  The  duties  of  the  President  are  (1)  to  enforce  the  laws  of  the 
United  States:  (2)  to  send  messages  to  Congress  recommending  the  pas- 
sage of  such  law^s  as  he  deems  necessary:  (3)  to  transact  all  business  with 
foreign  nations:  (4)  to  act  as  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Army  and  Xa\y; 
and  (5)  to  appoint  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  United  States  as  provided 
by  law. 

The  Judicial.  Department  : — ^The  Judicial  Department  of  the  federal 
government  consists  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and  of 
such  other  courts  as  Congress  shall  establish.  At  the  present  time  Con- 
gress has  established  and  kept  in  operation  Circuit  Courts  of  Appeal.  Dis- 
trict Courts,  a  Court  of  Claims,  and  a  Customs  Court.  All  federal  judges 
are  selected  by  the  President  for  life,  but  this  selection  must  be  approved 
by  the  Senate.  It  is  their  duty  to  interpret  the  laws  passed  by  Congress, 
and  to  determine  whether  they  are  in  accord  with  the  Constitution. 

State  op  New  York  : — ^The  Legislative  Power  of  New  York  State  is 
vested  in  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  state.  The  Senate  consists  of 
fifty-one  members  chosen  for  two  years  by  the  people.  Tlie  Assembly  con- 
sists of  150  members  chosen  for  one  year  by  the  people.  There  are  there- 
fore fifty-one  Senate  Districts  in  New  York  State  and  150  Assembly  Dis- 
tricts, in  Buffalo  can  be  found  the  48th,  40th  and  50th  Senatorial  dis- 
tricts and  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  4th,  5th.  Oth,  7th,  8th  Assembly  districts.  State 
Assemblymen  are  elected  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding:  the  first  Monday  in 
November.  The  Executive  Power  of  the  State  is  vested  in  the  Governor, 
who  is  elected  for  two  years  and  ninst  have  the  foUowinor  qualifications: 
He  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  not  less  than  30  years  of  age, 
and  a  resident  of  the  state  five  years  preceding  election. 

If  the  Governor  is  removed  from  the  office,  or  dies,  or  resisms.  or  is 
disabled,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  acts  in  his  stead.  Officers  of  the  state 
commence  their  term  of  office  on  the  first  dav  of  January  succeeding  the 
election.  The  Legislature  meets  the  first  Wednesday  of  January. 

QuAMFICATiONS  OF  VoTERS :— The  qualifications  of  a  voter  or  elector  in 
thts'state  are  that  he  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  a^-e:  be  a  citizen  for 
ninety  days;  wi  inhabitant  of  this  state  for  one  year  next  preceding  an 


election;  for  the  last  four  months  a  resident  of  the  county;  and  for  the 
last  thirty  days  a  resident  of  the  election  district  in  which  he  may  offer  hiB 

vote. 

The  City  of  Buffalo: — The  City  of  Butialo  has  operated  nnder  a 
Commission  Government  charter  since  January  1.  1916.  It  elects  through 
a  non-partisan  direct  primary,  five  Commissioners;  one  as  flavor.  This 
Council  holds  weekly  public  hearings  where  any  citizen  may  address  the 
entire  Council  sitting  as  a  committee  of  five.  Earli  Commissioner  is  on 
duty  daily  and  accessible  to  any  citizen.  Additional  fads  on  tlie  govern- 
ment of  the  city  must  be  studied  in  Section  III  of  this  Handbook. 

Where  To  (Jet  Ixeukmation: — New  citizens  should  take  the  trouble  to 
tiud  ont  the  numl^ers  of  the  Election  district,  the  Ward,  the  Concessional 
the  Senatorial,  and  the  Assembly  districts  in  which  they  reside,  the  names 
of  the  Governor,  Assemblymen,  and  State  Senators  for  Erie  County,  the 
names  of  the  City  Commissioners,  and  the  departments  that  they  super- 
intend, the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  as  many  other  public  officers  as  possible. 

In  obtaining  this  information  they  should  study  earnestly  Sections  ITT 
and  V  of  this  Handbook  and  seek  the  aid  'of  friends  who  are  already  citi- 
zens, school  teachers  and  ]iolicemen.  or  at  the  Public  Library  get  the  assist- 
ance of  one  of  the  librarians  to  help  them  consult  the  City  Directory. 
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of  a  Vice-rivsitU'iit  who  is  to  pt*rl'oriu  his  duties  in  ease  of  his  death  or 
inability  to  do  so.  Tlie  rrt'sith-nt  is  eU'eted  tor  a  lerni  of  four  years  by  an 
P^leetoral  ColU-jie.  The  Electoral  CoUe'ie  is  composed  of  persons  Avho  ai'e 
elected  by  the  peoj)le  of  the  several  states,  each  state  electing  as  many 
electors  as  it  has  Senators  and  (/on^ZTessuien  tojivther. 

Any  person  born  in  tlie  Tjiited  States,  who  is  thirty-five  years  of  aw, 
and  who  luis  l)een  a  resident  of  the  Tnited  States  for  fourteen  years  luay  be 
elected  President.  If  a  Vice-President  of  the  rniled  States,  completing 
the  term  of  a  President,  slioidd  also  die.  he  is  succeeded  in  office  by  the 
vai'ions  meml)ers  of  the  cid)inet  in  tin*  order  in  which  their  ofiices  were 
created.

The  Executive  Power  of  the  State  is  vested  in  the  rJovernor, 
who  is  elected  for  two  years  and  must  have  the  foUowinjr  qualifications: 
He  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  jiot  less  than  30  years  of  age, 
and  a  resident  of  the  state  five  years  preceding:  election. 

If  the  Governor  is  removed  from  the  office,  or  dies,  or  resiirns.  or  is 
disabled,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  acts  in  his  stead.  Officers  of  the  state 
commence  their  term  of  office  on  the  first  day  of  January  succeeding  the 
election.  The  Legislature  meets  the  first  Wednesday  of  January, 

QuAUFiCATiONS  OF  VoTERS : — The  qualifications  of  a  voter  or  elector  in 
thts' state  are  that  he  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  a*re;  be  a  citizen  for 
ninety  days;  an  inhabitant  of  this  state  for  one  year  next  preceding  an

Kacli  ( 'omiiiissioiit  i'  is  on 
duty  daily  and  aecessihle  to  any  citizen.  Additional  facts  on  the  govern- 
ment of  the  city  must  be  studied  in  Section  111  ot*  this  Handbook.

names  of  tin*  (^ity  Commissioners,  and  the  departments  that  they  super- 
inteini.  the  name  of  the  ^layor  and  as  many  other  public  officers  as  possible.

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One  Hundred  Facts  that  Every  New  Citizen  of 

Buffalo  Should  Know. 

1.  The  City  of  Buffalo  was  incorporated  as  a  City  in  1832.  The 
present  charter  of  the  City  of  Buft'aUt  was  ai)proved  by  Governor  Martin 
H.  Glynn  April  7,  1914.  It  was  accepted  by  the  People  at  a  general  elec- 
tion held  November  L>,  1914—30,327  in  favor;  21,001  against;  18,865  blank 
votes.    Total  vote  cast  76,203. 

2  The  seal  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  is  described  as  follows :  To  the  left 
center,  lighthouse  on  pier,  with  ship  passing  it  into  the  harbor.  To  the 
lower  riLht.  canal  boat  passing  into  the  canal  to  the  right,  surrounded  in 
circle  by  the  legend  ''City  of  Buffalo  Incorporated  in  1832/' 

3.  The  Leuishilive  Power  of  the  City  is  vested  in  a  Board  of  five  Com- 

missiniitn's— 'J'he  ^Mayor  and  four  Councilmen — which  is  known  as  "The 
Council  of  the  City  of  Buffalo.'' 

4.  The  Mayor  and  Councilmen  hold  office  four  years.  Three  members 
constitute  a  quoruni.  The  salary  of  the  Mayor  is  $8,000  a  year,  and  each 
Councilman  receives  $7,000. 

5.  Every  resolution  or  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Council  must  be 
sigiied  by  the  Ma^^or  or  by  two  Councilmen.  An  ordinance  imposing^  a 
penalty  cannot  take  effect  until  ten  days  after  its  publication  in  the  official 
paper.  No  ordinance,  except  certain  emergency  measures,  can  go  into 
effect  until  thirty  days  from  its  final  passage. 

6.  A  petition  signed  by  five  per  cent,  of  the  voters  can  protest  the 
enactment  of  an  ordinance,  calling  for  its  reconsideration  or  repeal.  Such 
petition  must  be  made  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  final  passage 
of  the  ordinance^ 

7.  If  a  protested  ordinance  is  not  repealed  upon  reconsideration,  the 
electorate  can  vote  on  the  question  at  a  special  or  general  ele^ftion. 

8.  The  municipal  flag  for  the  City  of  Buffalo  was  adopted  by  the 
Common  Council  on  June  10,  1912.  and  is  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  State 
of  New  York  with  the  seal  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  superimposed  upon  the 
shield  of  the  same — all  in  blue,  upon  a  field  of  the  flag  in  Continental  buff. 
The  trade  flag  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  adopted  by  the  Common  Council 
June  24,  1912,  is  a  white  bison  in  a  field  of  blue  which  is  surrounded  by  a 
bar  of  white,  and  on  the  exterior  a  bar  of  red. 

9.  The  five  principal  departments  of  the  City  Government  are :  Public 
Safety,  Finance  and  Accounts,  Public  Affairs,  Public  Works,  Parks  and 
Public  Buildings.  The  Mayor  is  superintendent  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  which  includes  the  Departments  of  Police,  Fire  and  Health. 

10.  Candidates  for  the  offir-e  of  flavor  or  Councilman  are  designated 
by  the  filing  of  a  petition  with  the  Election  Board  of  Erie  Countv,  at  or 
before  five  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  the  fourth  Tuesday  preceding'  the 
primary  election  at  which  candidates  for  nomination  are  to  be  voted  for. 
The  petition  must  be  signed  by  not  less  than  three  hundred  qualified 
electors.   Only  two  candidates  for  each  position  can  be  nominated. 
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11.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  begins  on  the  first  day  of 
July.  The  present  tax  rate  is  $21.68  per  tiiouiNULd  dollars  of  assessed 
valuations. 

12.  The  population  of  the  City  of  Buffalo,  July  1,  1916,  was  468,558; 
it  is  the  tenth  city  of  the  United  States,  and  is  called  ''The  Queen  City  of 
the  Lakes."   There  are  27  wards  in  the  City. 

13.  The  death  rate  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  is  1477  per  thousand,  the 
birth  rate  is  27.87. 

14.  The  fon^un  born  population  in  Buffalo  in  1910  was  118.689;  from 
X.  ^Y.  Euroi)e  65,651:  from  S,  E.  Europe  35,001;  population  from  other 
foreign  countries  18,037. 

15.  Buffalo  is  the  terminus  of  the  Barge  Canal  built  by  the  Stote  of 
New  York  at  an  expense  of  $130,000,000. 

16.  Seventeen  railroads  have  terminals  in  Buffalo :  319  passenger 
trains  and  478  freight  trains  arrive  and  depart  from  this  City  daily. 

17.  Buffalo  has  more  than  1,200  acres  of  public  parks  which  are  free 
to  all  the  people.  Within  them  will  be  found  the  Zoo,  Botanieal  Gardens, 
and  facilities  for  all  kinds  of  outdoor  sports. 

18.  Buffalo  has  the  largest  breakwater  in  the  world,  the  second  largest 
stock  yards  in  tlie  Avorld  and  more  miles  of  snututh  pavement  than  Paris, 
Washington,  Hew  York,  London,  or  any  other  city  on  earth. 

19.  Buffalo  is  one  of  the  world's  t^  greatest  ports.  A  total  of  ten 
thousand  lake  vessels  arrive  and  depart  annually,  with  an  annual  tonnage 
of  nearly  20,000,000  tons.  Lake  Erie  has  an  area  of  ten  thousand  square 
miles. 

20.  Buffalo  has  sixty-two  grammar  schools,  five  high  schools,  four 
vocation  schools,  one  training  school,  fifty-one  parochial  schools  and  twenty- 
one  private  academies.  There  are  sixty-seven  thousand  children  in  the 
public  schools,  and  twenty-three  thousand  in  the  parochial  schools. 

21.  All  residents  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  can  borrow  books  from  the 
Public  library  in  Lafayette  Square  or  from  any  of  its  delivery  stations. 
There  are  355,(^1  volumes  and  38,000  pamphlets  at  present  in  the  Public 
Library. 

22.  The  Albright  Art  Gallery  on  the  shores  of  Gala  AYater  in  Delaware 
Park  is  open  to  the  public  free  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  Saturday,  and 
Sunday. 

23.  The  public  schools  of  Buffalo  are  free  to  everybody  between  five 
and  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Free  night  schools  are  provided  for  men 
and  women  of  all  ages,  in  which  to  learn  the  language  of  America,  Citizeiir 
fidiip,  Trades,  and  Academic  subjects. 

24.  Classes  in  English  and  Citizenship  are  maintained  at  School  No. 
2,  on  the  Terrace:  School  No.  5,  on  Seneca  and  Hydraulic  Streets;  School 
No.  31,  on  Emslie  Street  near  William;  School  No.  35,  on  Swan  Street 
near  Spring;  School  No.  41,  on  Jefferson  Street  near  Sycamore;  School  No- 
42,  on  Cermain  Street  near  Amherst;  School  No.  44:,  on  Broadway  near 
Person;  School  Xo.  57,  on  Sears  Street  near  Broadway. 


25.  More  than  75,000  foreign  bom  persons  in  Buffalo  have  learned  to 
speak  and  understand  the  language.  It  is  possible  to  get  a  working  knowl- 
edge of  the  Language  of  America  in  one  winter's  study.  The  Language  of 
America  can  be  learned  easily  by  listening  carefully  whenever  it  is  spoken, 
by  watching  the  signs  on  stores,  posters,  and  street  ears,  and  by  purchasing 
every  night  an  American  newspaper.  The  person  who  asks  the  most  ques- 
tions learns  most. 

26.  Bult'alo  had  the  first  Public  Batli  House,  the  first  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  first  Domestic  Relations  Court,  the  first  Charity  Organiza- 
tion Society,  and  the  first  District  Visitor  in  the  United  States. 

27.  No  persons  other  than  offieers  and  members  of  the  police  force 
can  carry  or  have  among  their  possessions,  any  pistol,  revolver,  gun,  or 
tlan^ierous  weapon  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Chief  of 
Police,  and  a  license  from  a  judge. 

28.  No  person  is  permitted  to  keep  or  own  dogs  without  a  license. 
The  fine  for  violation  of  this  ordinance  is  $5. 

29.  Members  of  the  fire  department  have  the  right  at  all  reasonable 
times  to  enter  and  examine  any  house  or  premises  within  the  limits  of  the 
City,  in  the  interest  of  fire  prevention. 

30.  In  winter  time,  every  owner  or  occupant  of  a  house  fi'ontini*'  on  a 
street  must  remove  ])efore  nine  o'clock  in  th(^  morning'  all  snow  and  ice 
from  his  sidewalk.  If  the  snow  and  ice  is  frozen  so  that  it  cannot  be  re- 
moved without  difficulty  or  injury  to  the  pavement,  ashes,  sand  or  saw- 
dust must  be  strewn  upon  it,  and  the  pavement  thoroughly  cleaned  as  soon 
as  possible  when  the  weather  permits. 

31.  No  person  without  written  pennit  can  cut,  remove,  plant,  break* 
or  injure  any  tree,  plant,  or  shrub  in  any  street  or  public  place.  Nor 
shall  any  person  fasten  a  horse  to  any  tree  or  to^y  device  intended  to 
protect  the  tree,  or  place  a  hitching  post  witiiin  five  feet  from  any  tree, 
plant,  or  shrub  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public  places  of  Ihe  City. 

32.  Xo  person  may  keep  or  sell  goods  upon  the  sidewalk  beyond  four 
feet  (and  in  height  not  to  exceed  three  feet),  from  the  building  m  which 
they  are  held  for  sale. 

33.  Xo  person  can  sell  candy,  popcorn,  nuts  and  fruits  upon  the 
streets  or  in  front  of  any  building  without  a  license  from  the  Mayor  and 
the  written  consent  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  building. 

34.  No  bootblacks  can  engage  in  their  business  on  any  of  the  streets 
or  public  places  of  the  City  without  a  permit  from  the  Mayor,  which  permit 
cannot  be  granted  without  testimony  by  the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  good 
character  of  the  applicant. 

35.  No  person  without  permission  of  the  Mayor  can  play  on  any  hand 
organ,  hurdy-gurdy,  or  other  musical  or  wind  instrument  upon  any  street, 
sidewalk  or  pubUe  groimd  within  the  City. 

36.  No  person  shall  swim  or  bathe  in  any  waters  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  unless  properly  clothed. 
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37.  No  person  shall  sell,  peddle,  hawk  or  vend  upon  any  of  the  streets 
or  public  places  of  the  City,  or  go  from  house  to  house  soliciting  purchases 
without  a  license  from  the  ilayor,  which  license  must  be  shown  to  a  police- 
man on  demand. 

38.  No  person  shall  make  any  noise  or  disturbance  upon  any  public 
street  or  appear  upon  any  street  or  place  in  an  intoxiGated  eonditi<m«  It 
is  contrary  to  the  law  to  shoot  guns  or  revolvers. 

39.  Cab  drivers  must  measure  the  distance  they  carry  passengers  by 
the  most  direct  route  practicable  to  the  passenger's  destination.  The  fare 
for  the  driver's  first  half  mile  is  fifty  cents  each,  and  for  each  succeedintr 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  or  fraction  thereof,  ten  cents.  The  hourly  rate  is 
$1.50  an  hour  and  for  each  additional  half  hour  fifty  cents.  For  motor 
vehicles,  $3.00  an  hour.  Rates  have  to  be  posted  conspicuously  m  the 
-vehicle  in  the  English,  German.  Polish,  Italian  and  Hnniiarian  lanmiaaes. 
Each  passenger  is  allowed  one  hao:  or  trunk  free, of  charge,  but  the  driver 
is  entitled  to  a  sum  of  five  cents  for  each  article  in  addition,  within  the 
distance  of  one  mile,  and  of  ten  cents  for  more  than  one  mile. 

40.  No  person  is  allowed  to  keep  live  chickens,  ducks,  geese,  pigeons 
or  other  fowl,  a  cow.  or  a  g'oat  in  the  City  without  a  license  from  the  Mayor. 

The  fee  for  which  is  $1.00. 

41.  It  is  unlawful  to  shake  or  expose,  so  as  to  carried  about  by  the 
vrind,  ashes,  coal,  hair  or  similar  substances;  or  to  shake,  beat  or  clean 
^ny  mat,  carpet,  or  orarment  in  or  over  any  street  or  public  place,  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  dirt  will  be  blown  into  any  street  or  public  place  or 
premises  occupied  by  other  persons. 

42.  Smokinji'  or  carryinf?  any  liirhted  clear,  ci^rarette,  or  pipe  within 
any  street  ear  in  the  City  of  Buffalo,  is  prohibited  except  on  those  cars 
which  provide  smoking  apartments. 

43.  No  person  is  allowed  to  spit  upon  the  sidewalk  of  any  street,  paric, 
or  any  other  public  place,  or  wilhin  any  building  used  by  others,  except 
in  non*absorbent  cuspidors  which  must  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  every 
twenty-four  hours. 

44.  "Members  of  the  police  force  in  BufTalo  have  authority,  immediately 
and  without  process,  to  arrest  and  take  into  custody  anyone  who  commits, 
threatens,  or  attempts  to  commit  in  his  presence  or  to  his  knowledge  any 
violation  of  the  law. 

45.  Any  two  householders  may  report  in  writing  to  the  police  the 
existence  of  any  house  or  room  or  premises  used  for  gambling,  obscene 
public  amusement,  deposit  or  sale  of  lottery  tickets. 

46.  No  person  is  allowed  to  lodge  or  sleep  in  a  cellar  or  basemrat 
without  permit  in  ivriting  from  the  Health  Commissioner. 

47.  The  followinof  contagrious  and  communicable  diseases  must  be  re- 
ported to  the  Health  Commissioner,  who  will,  in  most  cases,  placard  the 
house  with  a  warnino-.  Infantile  Paralysis.  Asiatic  Cholera.  Diphtheria, 
IVTeningitis,  Septic  Sore  Throat  ^Measles,  Bubonic  Plague,  Scarlet  Fever. 
Tellow  Fever,  Smallpox,  Typhus  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  and  infectious 
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eye  diseases*  No  person  is  allowed  contact  with  people  having  these  dis* 
eases,  nor  is  visiting  permitted.  Any  person  who  intentionally  exposes 
himself  or  children  violates  the  law. 

48.  The  Health  Commissioner  will  provide  free  vaccination  for  all 
persons  in  need  of  or  desiring  the  same. 

49.  The  Health  Commissioner  in  the  ]\rimicipal  Building  must  be 
notified  of  every  death.  No  dead  or  embalmed  body  of  any  human  being- 
must  remain  unburied  for  a  longer  period  than  three  days  without  special 
permission  from  the  Health  Commissioner.  No  person  can  dispose  of  any 
dead  body  of  a  human  being  without  a  permit  from  tiiCL  Health  Commis- 
sioner. 

50.  Every  child  born  in  the  City  of  Buffalo  must  be  registered  with 
the  Health  Commissioner  within  five  days  after  birth,  even  though  the 
child  at  that  time  is  unnamed. 

51.  No  person  can  use  a  nursing  bottle  or  other  feeding  device  for 
artificial  feeding  of  duldren  under  three  years  of  age  which  has  in  con- 
nection therewith  any  rubber  tube  or  similar  contrivance  throu^  whicb 
milk  or  any  other  fluid  is  conveyed. 

52.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  sixteen  are  required  to 
attend  school.  Children  are  not  allow^ed  to  work  in  Buffalo  between  the 
ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  without  a  permit  from  the  Department  of 
Health.  Room  11,  Second  Floor  of  the  Municipal  Building.  Clnirch  and 
Franklin  Streets.  Girls  under  sixteen  may  not  be  employed  where  con- 
tinuous standing  is  required.  No  child  under  15  will  be  given  an  employ- 
ment certificate  unless  he  can  present  a  graduation  certificate  from  the 
school. 

53.  No  child  is  allowed  to  beg.  receive  or  solirit  alms,  gather  or  pick 
rags,  or  collect  cigar  stumps,  bones  or  refuse  from  the  markets. 

54.  No  child  is  allowed  to  frequent  a  saloon  or  be  in  the  company  of 
thieves  or  prostitutes,  or  be  in  a  house  of  ill  fame;  nor  in  concert  or  dance 
halls,  theatres,  museums  or  other  places  of  entertainment,  or  places  where 
liquors  are  sold,  without  being  in  chaise  of  a  parent  or  guardian. 

55.  No  child  under  sixt,een  years  of  age  can  be  employed  as  an  acrobat 
or  be  trained  for  the  purpose  of  exhibition,  or  sing  or  dance,  or  play  upon 
a  musical  instrument  at  any  theatrical  exhibition,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Mayor,  and  notification  of  the  Children's  Aid  Society. 

56.  Any  parent  or  guardian  who  omits  to  exercise  reasonable  control 
of  children  under  sixteen  years,  or  fails  to  prevent  them  from  becoming 
guilty  of  delinquency,  are  themselves  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punish- 
able. 

57.  No  female  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  and  no  male  child  under 
the  age  of  twelve  years  shall  be  allowed,  unaccompanied  by  a  grown  per- 
son to  loiter,  peddle  or  be  engaged  in  any  avocation  upon  any  of  the  streets 
of  the  city  after  nine  o'clock  at  night,  from  May  1st  to  October  1st,  or  after 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  during  the  other  months. 
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58.  No  child  tmder  the  age  of  sixteen  is  permitted  to  work  in  connec- 
tion with  any  factory  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  or  after  five 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  or  work  more  than  eight  hours  a  day  or  more  than 
mx  days  a  week. 

59.  No  female  employee  between  sixteen  and  twenty-one  years  of  age 
can  work  in  connection  with  any  mercantile  establishment  more  than  sixty 
honrs  in  any  one  week,  or  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  one  day^  or  before 
seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  or  after  10  o'clock  at  night,  except  at  Christ- 
mas time. 

60.  No  male  child  under  twelve,  or  girl  under  sixteen  can  sdl  news- 
papers on  the  street  No  boy  can  sell  newspapers  or  periodicals  between 
twelve  and  fourteen  years  of  age  unless  a  permit  and  badge  has  been  ob- 
tained, and'bnly  then  can  sell  them  between  the  hours  of  six  in  the  monung 
4Rnd  ei^t  at  ni^t. 

61.  Persons  who  intend  to  be  joined  in  marriage  must  ^et  a  license 
from  tlie  City  Clerk,  makin*r  affidavit  that  they  are  free  from  insidious 
diseases,  and  afterwards  visit  the  priest,  minister  or  other  persons  who 
have  a  right  in  this  State  to  perform  a  marriai^e  ceremony.  No  man  can 
marry  a  girl  under  eighteen  years  of  age  in  this  State  without  the  consent 
of  her  parents. 

62.  Erie  €oun1y,  with  Buffalo  as  the  County  Seat,  has  a  population 
of  571,897  and  is  first  in  the  value  of  farm  property  in  New  York  State, 
and  fourth  in  the  vidue  of  farm  products. 

63.  Erie  County  has  an  area  of  1,171  square  miles;  annual  precipita- 
tion, 33.51  inches;  annual  mean  temperature,  49.7  deg'rees;  number  of 
farms.  8,178.  There  are  259  schools.  Thirty-six  dairy  stations  meet  the 
demand  of  the  farmers  for  milk  market.  There  are  163  miles  of  state  and 
•county  roads  and  1,680  miles  of  other  improved  highways  in  the  county. 

64.  The  principal  crops  of  Erie  County  are  as  follows :  Com.  588,563 
bushels;  oats^  1,384^876  bushels;  wheAt,  355,870  bushels;  buckwheat,  169,- 
'673  bushels;  potatoes,  3,014,450  budiels;  hay  and  forage,  207,202  tons. 
The  value  of  all  farm  properly  is  $63,808,399. 

65.  Erie  County  is  administered  by  fifty-four  supervisors  elected  by 
the  people,  twenty-seven  from  the  towns  of  the  county,  and  twenly^seven 
from  the  wards  of  the  City  of  Buffalo*  Th^  serve  for  two  years. 

66.  New  York  State  was  one  of  the  Ori^j^inal  Thirteen  States  and  rati- 
fied the  United  States  Constitution  as  the  eleventh  state  on  Julv  26,  1788. 
Albany  is  the  eapital  of  New  York  State  wliirh  is  sonieTimes  ealled  the 
Empire  State.  The  flag  of  this  state  is  blue  charged  with  the  arms  of  the 
State. 

67.  New  York  State  had  a  population  of  10,273,375  July  1,  1916,  dis- 
tributed 191.2  to  the  square  mile  and  is  the  fifth  most  congested  state  in 
the  country-  The  foreign  bom  population  of  this  state  in  1910  was  1,634,- 
587,  There  are  62  counties  in  New  York  State. 

68.  In  1914  there  were  1.532.151  children  enrolled  in  the  Public 
"Schools  in  this  state,  49  143  teachers,  and  $65,936,380  was  spent  for  educa- 
tion and  schools. 
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69.  The  State  of  New  Yorlc  eontains  215,597  farms  of  an  average  of 
102  acres  each— a  total  of  22,030,367  acres  included  in  farms.  Of  this 
area,  14,S44.(>39  acres  are  classed  as  improved  lands,  and  7,186.328  acres 
are  nninipioved :  8,250,000  acres  are  under  cultivation;  the  balance  i& 
pasture  and  woodland. 

70.  A  political  party''  means  any  political  organization  which  at  the 
last  preceding  election  for  Governor  polled  at  least  ten  thousand  votes  for 
Governor. 

71.  ''A  General  election"  means  the  election  held  on  the  Tuesday  next 
succeeding-  the  first  ^londay  in  November.  Polls  of  every  j.'-eiieral  election 
open  at  6  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  close  at  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

72-  The  term  '^oflScial  primary"  means  a  primary  election  held  by  a 
party  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  office. 

73.  The  term  ''Fall  primary"  means  the  official  primary  election  held 
on  the  fifth  Tuesday  before  the  tieneral  election.   The  term  ''Spring  prim- 
ary"  means  the  official  primary  election  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April  • 
in  years  when  a  President  is  to  be  elected. 

74.  Every  naturalized  citizen  before  being  registered  can  be  required 
to  produce  his  naturalization  papers  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  for  the 
inspection  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors. 

75.  No  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  can  resrister  or  vote 
unless  he  has  been  pardoned  and  restored  to  the  rights  of  citizenship.  The 
same  exclusion  refers  to  persons  who  receive,  accept,  or  offer  to  receive 
or  pay  anythinu"  as  a  eompensatimi  for  .dving  or  withholding  a  vote,  or  who 
shall  make  or  become  interested  in  any  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the 
result  of  an  election. 

76.  Any  perscm  entitled  to  vote  at  a  general  election  may  absent  liim- 
self  from  any  service  or  employment  for  a  period  of  two  hours  while  the 
polls  are  open.^  No  deduction  can  be  made  from  his  usual  salary  or  wages, 
or  penalty  be  imposed  by  his  employer  by  reason  of  such  absence. 

77.  Wlien  a  President  of  the  T'nited  States  is  to  be  elected,  candidates 
for  tlie  office  of  elector  are  chosen,  one  from  each  congressional  district 
and  two  at  large. 

78-  If  a  huj^)and  fails  to  support  his  family,  his  wife  may  secure  an 
order  from  the  court  compelling  him  to  pay  her  money  for  her  support 
and  for  the  support  of  her  minor  ehildr^. 

79.  Any  husband  who  runs  away  and  leaves  his  wife  or  children  a 
burden  upon  the  public,  or  abandons  them,  is  ouilty  of  an  extraditable- 
offense.   The  maximum  penalty  for  which  is  three  years  imprisonment. 

80.  If  a  person  is  injured  at  his  work,  in  order  to  participate  in  state 
compensation  for  injuries,  he  must  notify  his  employer  within  ten  days 
after  disability,  or  in  case  of  death  notification  must  be  sent  within  thirty 
days  after  deatii. 

81.  No  person  addicted  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  drink  is  allowed  to 
have  charge  of  any  explosives,  boiler,  engine  or  hoist-  nor  can  such  a  per- 
son be  allowed  in  any  part  of  a  mine  or  quarry  while  under  the  influence 
of  liquor. 
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82.  No  person  can  conduct  a  lodging  place  for  immigrants  without  a 
license  from  the  Commissioner  of  Labor.  He  must  specify  the  number  of 
led 'ors  and  where  the  number  does  not  exceed  ten,  a  bond  must  be  pre- 
sented for  $100,  for  more  than  ten  and  less  than  fifty  it  shaU  be  for  $250. 

83  All  persons  living  in  tents  or  labor  camps  or  other  temporary 
shelters  are  prohibited  from  polluting  springs,  lakes,  streams  and  other 
water  courses.  Camps  must  be  at  least  fifty  feet  distance  from  the  water  s 
edge,  and  bathing  and  washing  is  strictly  prohibited  in  waters  that  furnish 
A  water  snpply- 

84.  Columbus  discovered  America,  October,  1492.  The  Pilgrims 
landed  at  Plymouth  Rock,  December  22,  1620. 

85  The  Revolutionary  War  began  with  the  Battle  of  Lexington, 
April  19, 1775.  The  Declaration  of  Indep^dence  was  signed  July  4, 1776. 

86-  The  Civil  War  began  April  12,  1861,  and  the  Proclamation  for 
'Preedom  of  Slaves  was  made  by  Abraham  lineoln,  September  2,  1862. 

87.  The  Patriotic  days  of  the  T^nited  States  are:  Linoolu's  Birthday, 
February  12th;  Washington's  Birthday,  February  22d;  Decoration  Day, 
May  30th:  Flag  Day,  June  14th;  Independence  Day,  July  4th;  Columbus 
Day,  October  i2th. 

88.  In  1910  Congressional  Representation  was  one  congressman  for 

•each  population  imit  of  211,877. 

89.  The  foreign  bom  population  of  the  United  States,  June.  1915,  was 
17  370 139.  In  1910  the  leading:  forei«:n  races  in  the  United  States  num- 
bered as  follows :  British  (including  Irish)  10,037,420;  German,  8,817,271; 
Slavic  and  Lettic  races,  3.240.416  rPoles,  1.707,640);  Scandinavian,  2,- 
1)02  176;  ItaUans,  2,151,222  ;  Hebrews,  1,676,762;  French,  1,357,169. 

90.  Naturalization  certificates  should  be  carefully  preserved  by  all 
naturalized  citizens  as  they  may  be  needed  when  reiristerin^  for  an  elec- 
tion, or  in  provino-  eitizensliip  in  a  foreign  country.  United  States  pass- 
ports can  only  be  obtained  by  application  to  the  Secretary  of  State  at 
Washington,  D.  C. 

91.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  the  depositors  in  the  United  States  Savings  Bank 
at  the  Post  Office  are  immigrants.  It  is  the  best  place  to  save  your  money. 
The  Post  Office  supplies  money  orders  to  all  who  wish  to  send  money  to  the 
Old  Country.  It  is  the  safest  way  to  forward  help  to  your  friends. 

92.  Congress  can  make  no  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion, 
or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or  abridging  the  freedom  of  speech, 
or  of  the  press ;  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to 
petition  the  Government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

93.  No  soldier  in  time  of  peace  can  be  quartered  in  any  house  with- 
out tlie  consent  of  the  o^\Tier,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law.  The  people  of  the  United  States  are  secure  in  their  per- 
sons, houses,  papers,  and  effects.  a?:ainst  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures, 
and  no  warrants  can  be  issued  except  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by 
oath  describing  the  place,  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 
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94.  All  immigrants  over  sixteen  years  of  age  now  entering  the  United 
States,  must  be  able  to  read  not  less  than  thirty  words  in  ordinary  use  in 
their  own  language,  except  aliens  who,  on  account  of  race  or  religious  per- 
secution have  had  no  opportunity  to  get  an  education.  Any  admitted  or 
admissible  alien,  or  citizen  of  the  United  States  may  bring  in  or  send  for 
his  father  or  grandfather  over  fifty-five  years,  his  wife,  his  mother,  his 
grandmother,  or  his  unmarried  or'widowed  daughter,  if  otherwise  admis- 
sible, whether  such  relative  ean  read  or  not.  The  Immigration  law  also 
oxdudes  all  idiots,  imbeciles,  feeble-minded  persons,  epileptics,  insane  per- 
sons, paupers,  defectives,  criminals,  the  tuberculous,  anarchists  and  othero 
who  are  a  physical  or  moral  menace  to  the  welfare  of  the  State. 

95.  Aliens  are  "all  persons  other  than  native  bom  or  naturalized 
citizens  of  the  United  States.''  Enemy  aliens  are  "all  persons  who  are 
natives,  citizens,  denizens  or  subjects  of  countries  with  which  the  United 
States  is  at  war.''  Kesident  aliens  as  well  as  citizens  owe  allegiance  to  the 
United  States  and  are  equally  subject  to  the  law  against  treason  and  other 
•crimes.  The  United  States  has  never  confiscated  the  property  or  savings 
of  "enemy  aliens"  in  war  and  all  such  are  assured  that  their  property_will 
receive  the  same  protection  in  war  as  in  days  of  peace,  provided  they 
remain  peaceful  and  law-abiding  guests  of  the  United  States. 

96.  "Enemy  aliens"  must  not  reside  within,  pass  through,  be  em- 
ployed or  conduct  business  within  half  a  mile  of  any  fort,  camp,  arsenal, 
armory,  aircraft  station,  government  or  naval  vessel,  navy  yard,  factory 
or  work  shop  for  the  manufacture  of  munitions  of  war.  Permits  to  reside 
within,  pass  through,  be  employed  or  conduct  business  within  the  above 
forbidden  localities  ean  be  obtained  from  the  United  States  ^larshal  or  his 
Deputies  at  the  Federal  Building,  (Post  OflSce  Building)  by  registering 
sworn  statements  by  the  alien,  his  employer  and  other  witnesses  or  ref er- 

•i  «es. 

97.  Aliens  are  lialjle  to  summary  arrest  if  they  have  in  their  posses- 
sion firearms,  explosives,  weapons  or  implements  of  war,  wireless  or  signal- 
ing* device,  cipher  code  or  any  paper,  document  or  book  in  cipher  or  invis- 
ible writing,  also  if  they  tear  down,  desecrate  or  insult  the  United  States 
Flag.  Treason  is  defined  as  the  use  or  attempted  use  of  any  force  or  device 
against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  the  performance  of  any  act 
which  will  aid  or  give  comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the  United  States,  the 
countenance  of  any  such  acts,  or  the  concealing  of  the  knowledge  of  such 
acts  from  the  Government. 

98.  The  ri^ilit  oT  citizens  of  the  T'nited  States  to  vote  cannot  be  denied 
or  abrid^red  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on  account  of  race,  color, 
or  previous  condition  or  seiwitude.  Xo  state  can  deprive  any  person  of 
life,  liberty,  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law:  nor  deny  to  any  per- 
son within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws, 

99.  The  Stars  and  Stripes^  the  Flag  of  the  United  States,  must  be 
treated  with  honor  hniL  displayed  according  to  the  following  rules.  It  must 
fly  on  its  own  staff,  not  with  another  fl^.  When  other  flags  are  displayed, 
the  Stars  and  Stripes  must  he  put  up  first  and  highest  of  all.  It  must  never 
be  put  updde  down  nor  must  it  be  displayed  before  sunrise  or  after  dark. 
It  ^ould  never  be  allowed  to  touch  the  ground.  No  articles  ebonld  ever 
be  piled  or  laid  npbn  it  When  flown  at  half  staff,  the  fli«  should  be 


raised  to  the  top  of  the  pole  and  then  lowered  Ihe  width  of  the  tlau'.  The 
regulations  of  the  War  Department  say:  ''In  drapino  the  tiag  against  the 
side  of  a  room  or  building,  the  proper  position  for  the  blue  field  is  toward 
the  north  or  toward  the  east." 

100.  *'We  hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident,  that  all  men  are  created 
equal,  that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  unalienable 
Rights,  that  among  these  are  life,  Liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  Happiness- 
That  to  secure  these  rights,  Governments  are  instituted  among  Men,  de- 
riving their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed/' — From  the 
Declaration  of  Independence.

(4)  Concerning  Farms. 

Fertile  land  is  cheap  in  the  United  States,  but  immigrants  are  warned* 
never  to  buy  ci  farm  in  a  hurry  and  never  to  buy  unless  there  is  sufficient 
capital  for  the  first  year.  DonH  think  of  buying  a  farm  if  your  wife  doeff 
not  like  farm  life.  Don't  buy  a  farm  without  farming  experience.  Don't 
^0  into  partnership  on  a  farm.  Don't  buy  a  farm  or  pay  a  deposit  on  a 
farm  unless  you  are  sure  of  its  value. 

Conditions  of  climate  and  soil  differ  greatly  in  this  country.  Find  out 
how  the  last  owner  prospered.  The  buiUlin«:s  must  be  good,  the  roads  good, 
the  railroad  station  and  market  near.  There  must  be  good  schools  for  your 
children.    Beware  of  farm  aiients. 

Don't  buy  a  farm  unless  you  will  have  money  enough  left  for  live  stock, 
tools,  working  capital  and  living  expenses.    Don't  forget  interest,  taxes,

insurance.  Don't  buy  a  farm  witli  a  large  mortgage.  Have  your  mort- 
gages payable  in  small  annual  instalments  or  after  a  period  of  five  years. 
Don't  buy  a  farm  without  consulting  a  responsible  lawyer.  Let  him  make 
the  contract  and  search  the  title. 

After  the  farm  is  bought,  general  farmmg  is  safest  for  a  beginning. 
Free  bulletins  on  all  aspects  of  farming  life  in  this  country  can  be  had  from 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Washington,  D.  C.  Advice
